The full text of the m andate fol­ 
low's: 
“ Yuan-hung has assumed the 
office of president on this the 7th day 
of the sixth month. Realizing his lack 
of virtue, he is extremely solicitous 
lest something may miscarry.

single aim will be to adhere strictly 
to law* for the consolidation of the 
republic, and the 
moulding 
of 
the 
country into a really constitutionally 
administered country.

Feeding Time on a 


A more profitable sideline than tur­ 
keys for the farmer can hardly he 
found for those, who are favorably situ­ 
ated for raising them, according to 
VV’. A. Lippincott, professor of poultry 
husbandry in the Kansas state agri* 
cultural college. 
“Improper feeding, combined with 
close confinement, has been the cause 
of many failures iii turkey raising," 
says 
Professor 
Lippincott. 
“Given 
free range on the average farm, the 
poults can generally pick up their 
own living. 
One light feed a day for 
the purpose of inducing them to come 
iii at night is sufficient. 
“If tho mother hen is confined to a 
coop and the poults are allowed to 
run in and out, three times a day is 
often enough to feed and very little 
should be given at a time. The poults 
should always he ready to eat—if they 
are given all they will eat several 
times a day, indigestion will result. 
If there is little or no food outside the 
coop for the poults to pick up, they 
should bo fed five times a day, only 
a small quantity at a time. 
“A good feed for the first few days 
after the brood is hatched is stale 
bread 
soaked 
in 
milk 
and 
then 
squeezed 
dry. 
Corn bread 
crumbs 
and clabbered milk or cottage cheese 
Is often fed with excellent results. 
tireen feed and grit should he on hand 
at all times. 
As poults grow older,

Freedom is the main essential in the 
care of the adults, says Professor Lip­ 
pincott. 
With plenty of range where 
tho turkeys can find insects, green 
vegetation, tho seeds of weeds and 
grasses, and waste grain, the cost of 
aising them is small while the profits 
are large.
